Guthrie, Ok., Feb. 5. —In relief ot 
the oil consumers of the new State, 
Mr. Haskell of Muskogee introduced a 
resolution in the Constitutional conven- 
' tion yesterday asking the commerce 
committee to report the oil test law of 
Texas, which will be substituted for 
the present Oklahoma statute. 
The 
resolution recites that the Oklahoma 
1 law, which would become effective over 
the new State with statehood, is so 
framed as to exclude all oils except 
those controlled by the Standard Oil 
I Company, by reason of its technical 
rules. 
According to documents in Mr. 


I H a s k e l l ' s possession, the present Okla- 
! homa law is the most drastic and far­ 
reaching of any on the subject of oil 
tests, and that the Standard Company 
is practically the only one which is 
able to comply with it. 
By reason of this alleged monopoly 
the people of Oklahoma are paying fo r 
refined oil from 12c to lbc per gallon, 
while in Texas, Indian Territory and 
Kansas, controlled by other test regu­ 
lations, pay from Sc to 12c. 
Under the 
prescribed tests no refinery can use the 
oils of Oklahoma and Indian Territory 
I and successfully comply with the Okla- 
i homa inspection laws. 
The resolution 
I precipitated some discussion and went 
over under the rules. 
The convention passed a provision 
empowering the Legislature to estab- 


j bsh a department of highways, with 
I power to create improvement districts 
and provide tor building public roads, 
upon which shall be used convict ar d 
punative labor.

The dispensary department of the little hos­ 
pital contains the queerest collection of nostrums imaginable.

toy ” or medicine, includes powdered cockroaches, snakeskin3, powdered toads* 
aud frogs’ skins, oil oX snails and oil of herb*.

The 
resolution recites that the Oklahoma 
law, which would become effective over 
the new State with statehood, is so 
framed aa to exclude all oils except 
those controlled by the Standard Oil 
Company, by leason of its technical 
rules 
According to documents in Mi 


Haskell's possession, the present Okla- 
homa law is the most drastic and far- 
reaching of any on the subject of oil 
tests, and that the Standard Company 


practically the only one which is 


able to comply with it 


By reison of thib alleged monopoly

Guthrie, Ok.', Feb. 5.—In relief of 


the oil consumers of the new State, 
Mr. Haskell of Muskogee introduced a 
resolution in the Constitutional conven- 
tion yesterday asking the commerce 
committee to report the oil test law of 
Texas, which will be substituted for 
the present Oklahoma statute. The 
resolution recites that the Oklahoma 
law, which would become effective over 
the new State with statehood, is so 


i framed as to exclude all oils except 
(those controlled by the Standard Oil 
Company, by reason of its technical 
rules. According to documents in Mr. 
Haskell's possession, the present Okla- 
homa law is the most drastic and far- 
reaching of any on the subject of oil 
tests, and that the Standard Company 
is practically the only one which is 
able to comply with it. 


By reason of this alleged monopoly 


the people of Oklahoma are paying for 
refined oil from 12c to 16c per gallon, 
while in Texas, Indian Territory and 
Kansas, controlled by other test regu- 
lations, pay from Sc to 12c. Under the 
prescribed tests no refinery can use the 
oils of Oklahoma and Indian Territory 
and successfully comply with the Okla- 
homa inspection laws. The resolution 
precipitated some discussion and went 
over under the rules. 


The convention passed a provision 


empowering the Legislature to estab- 
lish a department of highways, with 
power to create improvement districts 
and provide tor building public roads, 
upon which shall be used convict and 
punative labor. 
The new State ac- 


cepts all reservation of .land for public 
highways made under any grant or act 
of Congress. 


This declaration is not to be construed 


to prejudice the vested right of any 
tribe allotted or other person to any 


such land. The last clause was inserted 
by amendment for protection in the 
Indian country against seizing land for 
road purposes where title passed to 
allottee or owner prior to a Congress- 
ional grant. 


In considering the executive depart- 


ment the office of State examiner and 
inspector was added to be elected bjr 
the people, and whose duty it shall be 
to audit State accounts in the various 


I counties. 


Provision 
authorizing a board bi 


pardons and pay role was voted down. 


A lively tilt resulted over considera- 


tion of two reports from the public 
health committee, proposing the estab- 
lishment of medical, dental and phar- 
maceutical boards. The various schools 
of medicine, representing which are 
2,000 physicians in Oklahoma, received 
ccnsiderable airing, during which it 
was charged that the Territorial Medi- 
cal Association was seeking to control 
appointments on the boards. Both re- 
ports were rejected for a substitute 
which undertook no details, but granted 
legislative "authority to create boards 
of health, ef dentistry, of pharmacy, 
and a pure food commission. 


A provision that no preference should 


be given to any medical association or 
school of practice was defeated. 
Mr. 


Ledbetter's amendment that all physi- 
cians, pharmacists and dentists regis- 
tered in Oklahoma and Indian Terri- 
tory shall be admitted to practice in 
the State without examination or ex- 
pense was adopted. 


By a special agreement the suffrage 


report was advanced on the calendar 
to the first place for today. Out of 
the seventy-eight delegates in atten

LET TO LOWEST BIDDER 


Nothing now remains for the city1 to 


do in the work of building the new 
waterworks. At the council's regular 
meeting Monday night the work of 
construction was awarded to E. D. 
Lunaden, recently of Hopkinsville, Ky., 
whose bid was $22,063, some $6000 less 
than the other bid submitted. 


For this $22,063 the contractor must 


do all the work and furnish all material 
•xcept pumps, pipe and other iron and 
steel. This latter is to be furnished by 
the city, costing about $13,000. 
All the 


work is to be done under superinten- 
dence of the O'Neal Engineering Com- 
pany, in the employ of the city.

Lunsden ia expected to prepare his 
bond today guaranteeing the perfor- 


mance of his agreement. 


According to the] contract the work 


of constructing the waterworks ex- 
tension must begin within 15 days after 
Feb. 4. 


The council also made a contract 


with the Ada Gas and Electric Co., for 
electric power to run the waterworks 
pumps. It is claimed this is cheaper 
than steam. 
A bridge, not to cost exceeding $50, 


was ordered built at intersection of

KKTAIX organizations of employers who have been unsuccess- 
C 


ful in their efforts to discredit labor organizations, to curtail 
their power, and to nullify their efforts to secure better condi- 
tions for the toiling masses; who have failed in their campaign 
of constant litigation ami persecution in the courts to disrupt 
one single international union, are now seeking to create a sen- 
timent in favor of compulsory arbitration. 


Our rights as labor unions proceed from our rights ns indi- 


^ iduals, and we contend that our legal rights to act collectively 
should go as far as our individual rights. Confronted as we 


are to-dnv bv immigration unprecedented in history, and by the constant 
army of unemployed, we realise that it is folly for individuals to make 
terms with the great corporations who conduct the most of the business of 
the country. 


Collectively we enn in some instances successfully combat them. Under 


present conditions we are not very liable to extract anything unreasonable 


' from society. Very few who work for wages in the cities of the laud will 


ever own their own homos, ride in their own carriages, or properly educate 
their children. We want all those things which go to make life pleasant. 


From whence shall the power to compel arbitration proceed. 
From 


the courts? Had wo the workers, the same influence in appointments to 
the bench as those who in tins connection we must consider as our adver- 
saries, we might consent. There are so few decisions on record from the 
courts favoring our contentions that we do not wish to add to their power; 
the gag is being drawn tighter daily to prohibit the collective action which 
is our constitutional right. True, labor disputes are some times vexatious 
to the general public, but without strife it is impossible to secure hotter 
conditions, and we do not wish to lose one atom of the rights still ac- 
corded us. 


To sum up the matter: 
Compulsory arbitration might reduce the 


membership of labor unions to a state which might be culled imoluntary 
semtude. I can conceive ot no practical plan whereby this can •come to 
pass without gn ing undue nd\ antnge to the property-owning and pri\ ileged 
classes of the community. 


\\"e must admit that labor is a necessity; employers may be considered 


as a necessary evil. We, m our desire for better lu mg; they, in their desire 
for profits, must necessarily clash

And the hospital has some mysteries which, according to the old 
Chinese superstition, can only be solved by tho great Joss. At the hospital 
many slant-eyed residents of the Bowery and other districts of New York 
are treated daily. 


It \s the only hospital In the country, with possibly the exception of a 


similar Institution In San Francisco, In which patients are not permitted to 
die. 
They are hustled from the hospital before the Black Dragon enters tht 


place and removed to the death room In Chinatown, where tfcc ^nkjng patient 
expires. When a sick Chinaman has become so low that It is an assured 
fact that he is soon to see the light of another world some peculiar rites are 
conducted around his bedside by his "cousins" and his friends. There ar» 
two small altars In the hospital, one to Joan and one to Confucius. .Thrett 
times a day the Bl Soy Sot, or prayer for tbe safe journey of the departing 
one, Is said before the altars. The dispensary department of the little hot- 
pltal contains the queerest collection of nostrums Imaginable. The "yock 
toy," or medicine, Includes powdered cockroaches, snakesklns, powdered to»d»* 
and frogs' skim, oil ot walls and oil of herbs.

•camels hair brush, or wash out the 
e> e with a saturate solution of boric 
acid, which Is a soothing antiseptic 
that will help to clear away any red- 
ness of the e>eball that usually fol- 
lows tbe Irritation caused when dirt 
sucks to the cornea. 
If boric acid 


is not to be had, use salt wate-. 


"Either the acid or water may be 


dropped into the e\e from 
a spoon, 


but the best plan to give the eyeball a 


thorough wash-out is to use a regula- 
tion eyeglass that fits tightly over the 
lids and makes possible a complete 
bath 


•For those who have had no experi- 


ence with the use of an eyeglass I 
want to say that it should be about 
three-quarters full before it Is placed 
directly over the eye with the 
lids 


closed The bend 
must 
be 
thrown 


back when the glass Is turned down 
and then the lids opened and the eye- 
ball rolled around. This operation 
should last but a few seconds and will 
ordinarily bring immediate relief, 


'Whether or not there are particles 


of dirt, etc., on the eyeballs that cause 
pain, I think it advisable to wash out 
the eyes, especially 
on windy 
days, 


after coming into a house or office, for 
then the gritty specks will be cleaned 
away, the eyes left fresh and brlght- 
looHing, and there can be no danger 
of infection from germs contained In 
the dust. Use a solution of boric acid 
for those washings, and if convenient 
an eyeglass,
